Scot, Robert Artist and chief engraver (b. 10/2/1745 d. 
11/3/1823") 

Born in Edinburgh, Scotland. He was trained as a 
watchmaker. He moved to Philadelphia in 1782. 
Marmed Eunice Beal in 1783, They had a son and three 
daughrers. He was appointed engraver for the Stare of 
Virginia about 1780. He was a member of the Masons. 

Scot succecded Wright as chief engraver at the 
Philadelohia Mint November 23, 1793. His salary was 
$1200 per year. He retalmed the official title at 2 time 
when the actual artistic work was being performed by 
John Reich. A letter from Director Robert Patterson in 
1807 stated that Scot was "so advanced in life, thar he 
cannot very long be expected to continue his labors.” He 
retained the position of chief engraver until his death 16 
years later,

Scott, Winfield Soldier (b. 6/13/1786 d. 5/29/1866) 
Born in Dinwiddle County, Virginia, Atien

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Ohio Company, GM also wanted a final adjustment to the company’s claims 
that dated back to 1749. Enactment of this bill would mean the eventual 
possession by GM personally and by the surviving Ohio Company partners 
generally of between 250,000 and 300,000 acres of western land. Understand- 
ably, GM was not inclined to let the legislative maneuver of 24 Jan. block his 
efforts, and accordingly he presented on that same day a resolution which 
delayed the issuance of western land titles until a Land Office had been 
established. A second resolution invited western land claimants to present their 
credentials (i.e., evidence of grants made by orders from the royal governors 
and councils) during the ensuing spring. These resolutions passed, and left GM 
satisfied that at long last the Ohio Company matter could be settled. To that 
end, GM wrote James Mercer and suggested an early meeting of the company 
partners (6 Feb. 1778). The bill took care of other land claimants with equal 
generosity, of course, but the provisions upholding CHARTER IMPORTATION RIGHTS 
DULY PROVED and admitting NEW WARRANTS AND ENTRIES FOR THE SAME were of 
direct benefit to GM. On the other hand, the effort to permit bona fide 
western settlers to claim goo acres and HAVE THE PREFERRANCE IN SUCH LAND AS 
THEY HAVE ACTUALLY OCCUPIED was a magnanimous gesture. The sTATE-PRICE, OF 
THE LAND SO ENTERED was fixed at £40 per 100 acres by the Land Office act of 
1779. THE USUAL COMPOSITION MONEY was the long-standing royal fee of 10 
shillings per too acres, paid at the time a royal land title was issued and a 
primary source of revenue UNDER THE FORMER GOVERNMENT. The exception for 
settlement of lands NoToRIOUSLY RESERVED BY THE COMPANY would have given 
strength to any speculators, such as the Ohio or Transylvania companies, that 
had already surveyed western lands. The section dealing with the appointment 
and functions of a COMMISSION . . . FOR THE PURPOSE OF COLLECTING ADJUSTING 
AND DETERMINING SUCH CLAIMS is entirely in GM’s handwriting and may have 
been his sole responsibility. The broad powers granted to the commissioners, 
including the provision that JUDGEMENT, WHEN RENDERED, SHALL BE FINAL, were 
somewhat curbed in the act as adopted. Nonetheless, the quasi-judicial body 
was soon to be criticized in a remark that could have been pointedly directed 
at GM. “Tryal by Jury is held sacred in their bill of rights,” a Pennsylvanian 
noted, “and is totally taken away by this law” (quoted in Boyd, III, 208). 
Despite GM’s optimism, the bill was not passed in the next session, but again 
postponed until the fall session of 1778. GM served on the committee charged 
with bringing in the bill, and an amended version was presented in Mar. 1779. 
A variety of further amendments, including one which set up districts for 
hearings by the commissioners, was agreed upon before final passage in June 
1779 (JHD, 1827 ed., 17 May, 21 June 1779 entries). The act with its amend- 
ments is found in Hening, X, 35-so. 

GM’s corrections on the first six pages and his full text from page seven 
onward are enclosed in angle brackets. The corrections by Jefferson and a 
collation of the draft Ms with the act as adopted will be ‘ibe in Boyd, II, 
155-167. Dr. Boyd believes that the 1777 date in the draft Ms, in GM’s hand, is

[22-23 January 1778] 
I. Wuereas divers persons have presumed, upon their own pri- 


vate security, to issue bills of credit, or notes payable to the bearer, 
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in the nature of paper currency, which may tend to the deception 
and loss of individuals, as well as to the great injury of the publick, 
by increasing the quantity of money in circulation, already exceed- 
ing the present medium of commerce: 

Il. Be it therefore enacted by the General Assembly, That every 
person who, from and after the passing of this act, shall, without 
authority from the legislature of this commonwealth, issue, or offer 
in payment, any bill of credit, or note for any sum of money 
payable to the bearer, shall forfeit and pay ten time the sum of every 
such bill of credit, or note payable to the bearer, so issued or offered 
in payment, to be recovered with costs, by warrant from any justice 
of the peace where the penalty shall not exceed the sum of twenty 
five shillings, by petition in the county court where the penalty shall 
be more than twenty five shillings and shall not exceed the sum of 
five pounds, or by action of debt or information in any court of 
record where the penalty shall be above the sum of five pounds; one 
moiety whereof to the informer, and the other moiety to the use of 
the county where the offence shall be committed, towards lessening 
the county levy, or the whole to the use of the county where the 
prosecution shall be first instituted, on behalf of the county only. 

Ill. And be it farther enacted, That any justice of the peace for 
the county where such offence shall be committed may, and he is 
hereby empowered and required, either upon his own knowledge or 
information, and due proof thereof made, to require any person 
issuing or offering in payment any such bill of credit, or note 
payable to the bearer, to give bond with sufficient security, in the 
sum of five hundred pounds, for his good behaviour, and upon 
refusal or neglect to commit such offender to prison, there to remain 
until he shall give security accordingly; and if the offender shall 
thereafter issue or offer in payment any such bill of credit, or note 
payable to the bearer, the same shall be adjudged a breach of the 
good behaviour, and forfeiture of the bond.

Circumstances make it appear that GM was acknowledged by his House 
colleagues as their leading authority on financial matters. In the absence of 
specific evidence, it can only be conjectured that the privat BILLS OF CREDIT 

ad been issued by merchants who were exasperated with the depreciating state 
and continental currency issues and thus resorted to issuing script promissory 
notes. Certainly such devices have been common in American history during 
times of financial stress. Whatever the situation, the measure was brought 
before the House of Delegates in the final rush toward adjournment. GM was 
appointed chairman of a committee to prepare the bill on 17 Jan., he presented 
the measure on 22 Jan., and he carried the approved bill to the Senate on the 
following day (yup, 1827 ed., 23 Jan. 1778 entry). The other committee 
members were Edmund Pendleton and Isaac Zane. Private bills of credit are 
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
